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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of Winslow: 


It is my pleasure to submit my third report to the citi- 
zens of Winslow, as chairman of the Board of Selectmen for 
the past year. 


The year 1966 ate a busy one for the Town had voted a 
real progressive Capital Improvement Program, for their pro- 
tection, health and progress of their community. 


The Capital Improvement Program report is as follows: 
1. New Public Works Garage (completed) 


2. Municipal Maps and Aerial Photographs will be com- 
pleted March 31, 1967. 


3. New Town Office and Fire Station, out for re-bid due 
to increase in construction cost. 


4. Street lighting program, 85% of Town completed. 
5. Building code. 


The Town of Winslow will be getting a new Post Office. 

I feel that a statement of clarification and explanation 
to the citizens of Winslow is in order in reference to the Fire 
Station and Town Office for the project has not been start- 
ed due to change in land that was given to the Town, and the 
increase in labor, materials and steel, that took place April 
of 1966. 


The original estimate given on the Fire Station and Town 
Office, was made in the fall of 1965, and was estimated on 
a level plot of land and not the land we received from Scott 
Paper Co. This factor changed the design and cost of foun- 
dation site work, etc. plus labor, steel, and materials. The 
project was published for bid for winter construction, only 
two contractors submitted bids on it. The cost was higher 
than what was appropriated. The bids were not accepted. 
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The project has been published for Bids, for Spring Work. 
We have six (6) contractors bidding on it. We anticipate on 
opening bids this month. We feel that the bids will be lower 


than before, due to more bidders. 


As your administrator for Town Affairs delegated to me 
by your votes at Town Meeting, I wish to make the following 
recommendations for the best interest of the people of the 
Town of Winslow. 

1. Completion of Capital Improvement Program. 

2. Purchase of site for Sewerage Treatment Plant. 

3. Study to change our form of government. 

4. New Bridge, and reconstruction of the intersection 
of Bay Street, Clinton Ave. and Benton Ave. 

od. Acquiring land for School Department and Public Use. 

6. Expanding water facilities for future industries. 

7. Retirement Program for all Town Employees, under 
an employee and employer participation. 

Due to overcrowded conditions at the Town Office loca- 
tion on Lithgow Street, we were forced to move to the old 
Clubhouse on Benton Avenue. The reason is that at certain 
times of the year we have a total of twenty one people in the 
office at one time from State and Federal Agencies, plus the 
citizens that come in and do their business. The Club- 
house building at the present is in the need of great repairs, 
roof leaks, plumbing, and electrical not to standards. The 
heat cost is approximately 600 gallons a week during winter 
months and 300 to 400 gallons a week for the rest of the year. 
We have no estimate at present for cost of other utilities: The 
age of the building is as old as the Mill. 


What to look for in the future. 


1. Sewerage Treatment Plant Project that has to be 
completed by 1976. 


2. Elementary Schools facilities for Dunbar Acres and 
Sunset Heights area in years to come. 


3. Recreation facilities for Town and Schools. 


4. A tree program. 


5. The following projects are being improved every year, 
sidewalks, streets, roads and sewage improvements, comple- 
tion of the street lighting program. , 


The final payment of $11,000.00 on Garand Street School 
is 1967. The Town borrows the total amount for tax antici- 
pation and the amount is re-invested in Treasury Bills. The 
Capital Improvement Account has earned over. $2,500.00 on 
investments in Treasury Bills. 


The uncollected taxes for 1965 tax year were $571.94. The 
year 1966 the books closed December 31st and the uncollect- 
ed taxes were over $100,000.00 due to this. I left the Ac- 
counts Receivable open until January 28, and the unpaid tax- 
es were reduced to $69,907.00. All business that is done with 
the Town is done on bids in order to give everybody a chance 
on Town business. The Town benefits by bids, it makes it 
more competitive. 


The Winslow Industrial Park Corporation is a non-profit 
corporation set up under the Statute of the State of Maine. 
The men of the corporation have volunteered their time and 
services and have worked hard to accomplish what the Town 
now has. Two tenants in the Park. Brochure on Industrial 
Park, 3,000 copies, of which 2,000 copies have been mailed 
out. Sign in Park, and sponsored Billboard in the area. All 
this has been accomplished by a group of men willing to work 
together for the interest of their fellow man and in the best . 
interest of their community. Any citizen in Winslow that 
has land or building that they are willing to develop, the corp- 
oration would be more than pleased to talk to them. 


In Winslow, we have an advantage of low taxes and we 
should make use of it to attract new industries and other 
small business to Winslow. 


Every citizen of Winslow can play a part in attracting 
new business to the Town by talking about Winslow to every- 
body that we come in contact with on our jobs and in our 
travels. I’m sure with a united effort by all citizens with one 
goal in mind, for there is no better advertisement than word 
of mouth. 


As a native of Winslow it has been an honor and a pleas- 
ure to have served the citizens of Winslow. It has been ex- 
citing also to have been a part of the progress the Town has 
made and I am grateful for the support and cooperation I 
have received from the citizens, the Board of Selectmen, the 
Office Staff, the employees of the Town, the Fire Depart- 
ment, the Police Department, the Department Heads, the 
Planning Board, and the Budget Committee who are dedicat- 
ed citizens of the Town.

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REPORT OCF THE ROAD COMMISIONER 


f To the Citizens of the Town of Winslow: 


Submitting my report as Road Commissioner for the Cal- 
ender year ending December 31, 1966. 


It has been another busy year, with all projects voted for 
at the Town Meeting such as Road Work, Storm Drains, Side- 
walks, etc. all having been done to the best of my ability. 


$9,056.00 in State Aid Funds representing four units 
raised by the Town in 1965, also, $9,056.00 representing four 
units raised in 1966, plus matching funds from the State, and 
a 20% bonus has been used on the Benton Ave. Project. 


This year the Town Road Improvement Funds were 
used to rebuild the Shorey Road. All the work on this project 
was done by Town forces and equipment except for the hire- 
ing of a Dozer and Shovel. 


Then came preparations for Snow Removal and Ice Con- 
trol. We stock piled 3,000 yards of sand mixed with 140 tons 


of salt. We demolish the Old Town Garage to prepare for 


footing and wall for the new steel building which was erected. 
All the equipment had to be left outside until the first of the 
year 1967. 


It has been a pleasure to work with the other members 
of the Board and our Office Clerk. 


As in the past it has been a pleasure to serve the citizens 
of Winslow and I have done so to the best of my ability.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCE: This clinic is held the 
second Wednesday of each month except August at the Gar- 
and St. School from 1:30 to 3:00 P.M. with Dr. Matthews in 
attendance. 


All residents of Winslow are eligible to attend with their 
pre-school children to obtain physicals and immunizations. 


Physicals and Polio Salk and Measles immunizations, are 
free. There is a small charge for DPT, Smallpox and Oral 
Polio immunizations. 


282 children attended this clinic during 1966. 134 DPT, 
65 Polio Salk, 30 Smallpox, 52 Measles, 65 Oral Polio immuni- 
zations and 48 physicals were given. 32 children completed 
the DPT Primary series. 


EYE TESTING was done on pupils in grades 2, 4, 6 & 8 in 
all schools. A total of 647 pupils were tested and 77 were 
found to have trouble with vision. Parents of these pupils were 
notified and advised to have their child checked further. 


HEARING TESTS were done on pupils in grades 1, 3, 5, & 7 
in all schools. 660 students were tested and 16 were found 
to have trouble with hearing. Parents of these pupils were 
notified and advised to have this defect checked further. 


FLU SHOTS: Approximately 580 students received the flu 
shot which was offered this fall. 


TB SKIN TESTING: This was done twice during 1966, in 
March and in December. Each year the Jr. Primary and the 
7th. grade pupils are selected to have this test as this is the 
age group most susceptible to TB. 


In March of the 340 pupils in these two grades, 337 pupils 
were tested. 1 student was absent and two pupils had been 
tested previously with negative results. 5 students of differ- 
ent grades were tested. One student reacted to the test and 
a follow-up was done. 
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All parents gave permission for their child to be tested 
and { want to thank them for making my aim of 100% cover- 
age possible. 


In December, of the 339 pupils eligible to receive the test, 


325 were tested. 8 refused to have it, 6 pupils were absent 


and 1 had been previously tested with a negative result. 3 
pupils had positive reactions and follow-ups were done. 


SCHOOL IMMUNIZATIONS: Smallpox was given in March 
with 234 pupils receiving this immunization. 


Oral Polio was offered in some of the schools in Decem- 
ber and will be offered in the rest of the schools in the near 
future. 421 pupils received the Oral Polio booster and 59 
pupils started their Primary series. 


Diphtheria-Tetanus will be offered in the spring. 


SCHOOL PHYSICALS are offered to students in grades 1 
and 4 yearly. 


In the Public Schools, 154 1st. graders, 80 4th. graders 
and 14 pupils in the Special Class were examined by Dr. Mat- 
thews. 82 were found to have minor defects. 


In the High School, 55 girls were examined to be eligible 
to participate in sports. 5 were found with minor defects and 
it was recommended that one have a heart investigation. 


At St. John St. School, Dr. Bourassa donated his services 
for the examination of pupils in the 4th. grade. 68 were ex- 
amined. 15 were found to have minor defects and he recom- 
mended that one have a heart investigation. 


Minor defects include: post-nasal drip, enlarged tonsils 
and adenoids, cavities, flat feet, wax in ears, poor posture, 
overweight and skin condition. 


Parents were notified of their child’s defect and request- 
ed that their family doctor be consulted. 


HOUSE VISITS: 592 visits were made to pre-school and 
school children, crippled and retarded children, new mothers 
and babies, TB and to the sick needing nursing care. 
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There were 138 office visits made by people seeking ad- 
vice or to get injections as prescribed by their doctor. 


In conclusion, I want to thank the volunteer workers, t, 
their help made the above clinics and the school health pro- — 
gram possible—the Service Clubs, their help obtained glasses 
and dental care for many of the children—and the towns- 
people for their friendly co-operation.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of Winslow: 


Your Planning Board, since November, has been meeting 
weekly rather than monthly, and also has held a number of 
special meetings. As in prior years, the attendance, guidance 
and advice of your selectmen at these meetings have been 
most helpful and appreciated by the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board has worked extensively on the Pro- 
posed Zoning Ordinance. Subsequent to the public meetings 
on the Zoning Ordinance, a meeting was held at which time 
the zoning committee was expanded by ten interested citizens 
from the town to help the Planning Board formulate the 
Proposed Zoning Ordinance. The Planning Board discussed 
and answered questions for these new members. 


Your Planning Board has set forth a continuing program, 
started in 1964, for the updating and improvement of Street 
Lighting in general. To date, all of the major roadways lead- 
ing in and out of town have been completed, with the excep- 
tion of a portion of Benton Avenue and China Road, also 
Monument Street, Bay Street, and the intersection, and vari- 
ous intersections in the Sunset and Smiley Developments. 
Future plans, contingent upon the wish of the people, is to 
proceed steadily toward a completely modernized system for 
the safety and protection of our taxpayers and their families. 


Mapping will be completed by spring and a cross card 
index will be made on every piece of property in the town. 


The Planning Board has and is continuing to study pos- 
sible changes in the present form of the town government for 
recommendation to the citizens at a later date. John L. Salis- 
bury, Secretary of the Maine Municipal Association has also 
been assisting in this project. 


Another project of the Planning Board has been to up- 
date and make any necessary changes on the current building 
permits. 
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Bids for the fire station, and Town Office a part of the 
capital budget, are underway and construction is expected to 
start in the spring.

This year your school committee has recommended and 
the selectmen and budget committee has approved, the adop- 
tion of a School Department Budget based upon a code sys- 
tem woraked out by the United States Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare and adopted for school systems by 
the State Department of Education.

The changeover to the new system of accounting makes 
it practically impossible to compare the amounts requested 
this year with those requested under last year’s headings as 
the code system embodies more than one account. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The general condition of the Town’s school buildings are 
very good. Money is planned in this year’s budget to renovate 
the Girls’ Locker and Shower Area in the Junior High School; 
provide a gymnasium partition so two classes of physical edu- 
cation may be carried on at the same time in our shared pro- | 
gram in the Junior High School; replace lockers in the boys’ 
locker room in the Junior High School; rebuild the baseball 
field, girls’ field hockey field and practice football field; 
resurface the football field; major roof repair to the Garand 
Street School; plus funds to take care of regular mainten- 
ance and miscellaneous and emergency repairs for all build- 
ings and equipment. 


ACADEMIC PROGRESS 


This year’s budget is planned to take care of the rapid 
growth this community is experiencing and keep pace with 
present-day deucational demands. In order to keep a proper 
pupil-teacher ratio in the elementary grades it is necessary 
to plan, starting in September, the following: two additional 
divisions of Kindergarten (one teacher); one additional 1st 
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grade division (one teacher); one additional 2nd grade divi- 
sion (one teacher); one additional 3rd grade division (one 
teacher); one additional 6th grade division (one teacher) for 
a total of five additional elementary teachers. 

Due to a shared time program in special areas of the 
Junior High School with the upper grades from St. John’s, 
two teachers will be needed in the Junior High School—one 
in physical education, one in general subjects. 

In the Senior High School we will receive, next Septem- 
ber, in the entering class, approximately 70 more pupils than 
will be graduated. In order to take care of the additional 
number of classes necessary we will need two teachers. 

We have, at the present time, one special class and plans 
call for setting up an additional special class due to the age 
spread of children presently enrolled plus other children in 
regular classrooms who qualify and would benefit from a 
class of this type. 

This makes a total of ten additional staff members re- 
quested and needed in the 1967 school budget. 

This year was the first year of operation for the Area 
Vocational High School at Waterville. Two Winslow students 
participated this year and with more time for scheduling it 
is anticipated that more will take part another year. Several 
Winslow citizens are actively serving on the Area Vocational 
Committee and it is hoped that many more courses will be 
offered in the future for both boys and girls. Our Shop pro- 
gram will act as a supplement to the Area Vocational High 
School. The courses offered in the Vocational Center are not 
only for students who will terminate their education upon 
High School graduation, but for pupils who wish to attend 
a post-secondary vocational school. | 

With the budget as recommended we will be able to 
maintain a quality educational program for the youth of 
Winslow. 


FINANCE 


With over 1800 pupils in Winslow’s public schools antic- 
ipated in the fall of 1967, plus a shared time program for ap- 
proximately 100 pupils in the upper grades from St. John’s 
School in the special areas of physical education, shop, and 
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home economics, the cost of education will have to increase. 
These increases in cost are quite apparent to those who have 
worked on our school budget. The increases in costs are 
caused by larger enrollments, rising operaitng expenses, “ue 
higher educational goals. 

Education is an excellent investment in the future of a - 
community. The quality of the schools today, to a great ex- 
tent, will determine the future prosperity and desirability of 
the community tomorrow; this continued interest in the edu- 
cational program will be reflected in the future successful 
growth of the community. 


The budget as compiled represents many hours of work 
by staff members, school committee, selectmen, and budget 
committee members. It has been arrived at with two basic 
objectives in mind (1) a quality educational program and (2) 
fiscal restraint. 


We are compelled to pay our teachers in comparison with 
other communities in the area and state. Many of our expe- 
rienced teachers have been working for a salary below the 
adopted salary schedule and plans, this year, call for placing 
them on the adopted scale according to their training and ex- 
perience. Also incorporated in this budget are funds to pay 
those teachers who were below the salary schedule adopted 
last year, retroactive to September of 1966. 

This budegt is approximately $120,856.80 higher than 
was approved last year. However, the net increase is approx- 
imately $55,085.93 after deducing $45,865.84 estimated addi- 
tional anticipated revenue and an overall balance of $19,905.03 
from last year’s budget. 


CONCLUSION 

I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to the 
members of the School Committee, the Selectmen, the Bud- 
get Committee members nad other town officials and citizens 
who have been so helpful in the operation of the entire school 
program this past year.

Naturally this status for the high school is a source of 
pride for all students and citizens of Winslow. The next step 
to be taken is to complete the work toward accreditation by 
the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. We are in the process of getting the necessary forms 
and materials, and this evaluation should be well underway 
by the end of the school year. It is anticipated that no diffi- 
culty will be forthcoming to prevent New England accredita- 
tion, unless our enrollment grows beyond allowable bounds 

for the capacity of this building. 
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Regarding enrollment, as of this writing, the high school 
is populated as follows: 


Class of 1970 146 
Class of 1969 117 
Class of 1968 142 
Class of 1967 107 
Post Graduates 6 

Total 518 


The anticipated enrollment in the freshman class for next 
fall is 180, With a graduating class of 107, this means a net 
increase of 73 in the high school enrollment; and we will then 
have about 590 students. At the time of the construction of 
this building, it was said to have a capacity of 600 students. 
The Comprehensive Plan for Winslow, prepared with the 
James W. Sewall Company planning consultants, set the 
capacity of this building at 560,“ ... by desirable standards.’’* 


This building was planned and intended to be a three- 
year senior high school for grades 10, 11, and 12, The school 
was operated that way for two years, but this year grade 9 
was added to ease over-crowded facilities in the middle gra- 
des. This was a necessary step under these circumstances, 
but should be recognized as only a temporary solution. Present 
enrollments in the sending schools indicate that the high 
school population in three years will be about 700 students 
in grades 9 thru 12. This will be about 140 students more 
than the desirable capacity of this building and will preclude 
operating with accreditation standards. If some other facili- 
ties become available for grade 9, then in three years our 
enrollment will be about 540 students, which is within the 
desirable capacity of this building. 


Another matter which deserves thought at this time is 
the possibility of Winslow’s participation in an Administrative 
School District under an amended form of the Sinclair Law. 
It may become financially and educationally desirable to form 
a S.A.D. with neighboring towns to take advantage of in-

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creased state subsidy for maintaining and building school 
programs and facilities. Should this happen, the high school 
enrollment would increase by an influx of about 250 addition- 
al students, and new facilities would have to be built to hand- 
le this. . 


The town appears to be growing steadily in population, 
new homes, new industrial areas, and new shopping areas. 
Incoming families are primarily young adults with young 
children, and this creates the growing pupil population in our 
schools. As parents and citizens we have a responsibility to 
study these things and set an intelligent course of action 
toward meeting these demands on our public facilities. The 
time to act is before the crisis rather than waiting for it as 
we did during the period of double sessions during 1962-64. 


In closing, I wish to acknowledge with gratitude the 
cooperation and assistance of the School Committeemen, the 
Superintendent of Schools, the high school teachers, the 
students, their parents, and all friends of Winslow High 
School for helping to make the past year an educational suc- 
cess.

In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated 
in this report, present fairly the financial position of the 
Town at December 31, 1966, and the results of its operations 
for the year then ended.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WINSLOW 
JANUARY 1, 1966 TO DECEMBER 31, 1966 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of 
the Town of Winslow for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1966. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a net gain of $14,- 
912.40, which was accounted for as follows: 
Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $18,704.92 
Unexpended Balances ; 16,659.52 

Net Overdraft 2,045.40 
Actual Revenue Over Estimated 16,957.80 
Gain For Year $14,912.40 


Overdrafts in the snow removal and town poor accounts, 
the excess of the overlay over abatements and various un- 
expended balances, particularly in the aid to dependent chil- 
dren account, were the major factors contributing to the net 
departmental overdraft. Actual revenue exceeded estimated - 
in most of the categories. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS....The general fund cash balance representing 
several accounts was accounted for by being on deposit in 
the Depositors Trust Company or by cash on hand. 
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Expenditures made for state and other municipalities 
welfare cases, and tuition represented the major part of the 
accounts receivable at the year end. 


Taxes receivable totaled $74,173.12 at the close of the 
year, Current year uncollected taxes amounted to $69,907.12 
with the remaining balance of $4,266.00 representing unpaid 
accounts dating from 1959. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $8,956.- 
20 and $308.73 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... .Wage deduc- 
tions totaling $12,898.63 for social security, withholding taxes 
and other purposes had accrued to governmental agencies 
at December 31, 1966. 


Current liabilities consisted mostly of a tax anticipation 
loan of $75,000.00. This obligation is held by the Depositors 
Trust Company, Winslow, Maine bearing interest at 2.95%. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended 
balance of $19,430.01 representing various operating accounts 
and overdrafts which are carried forward to the ensuing 
year in accordance with legal requirements and/or custom- 
ary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $40,396.46, an 
increase of $5,222.27 for the year. The change was occasioned 
principally by the current year operational gain less a transfer 
to the contingent account. 


DEBT FUND....The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding school con- 
struction, equipment and capital improvement notes totaling 
$155,641.35 and new high school construction bonds of $600,- 
000.00. These obligations mature during the ensuing seven- 
teen years. 


TRUST FUNDS....Trust fund principals amounted to $2,- 
575.00 and were invested in time deposits with the Waterville 
Savings Bank. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS....The departmental oper- 
ating accounts showed an increase of $99,168.89 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceeding year. 
A larger appropriation for education accounts was the major 
factor contributing to the increase. 


CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT FUND. ...Proceeds from notes 
and interest earned on investments amounted to $117,230.15. 
Expenditures totaling $24,619.75 represented charges for the 
municipal garage, the fire station and town office and semi- 
annual interest on the capital improvement fund note. 


The cash balance of $92,610.40 was on deposit in the, 
Depositors Trust Company, Winslow, Maine at December 31, 
1966. 


GENERAL....The townspeople voted to appropriate from 
the unappropriated surplus the sum of $10,000.00 to be used 
by the Board of Selectmen, only with the consent and advice 
of the Budget Committee, for any extraordinary or unfore- 
seen purpose or purposes that may be necessary during the 
current municipal year....In this respect a transfer of $10,- 
000.00 to the contingent account was authorized by verbal 
agreement to cover boiler repairs at the Boston Avenue 
School, expenses for the board of registration created during 
the year and to cover overdrafts in the street lights, school 
conveyance and cemetery maintenance accounts. 


The issuance of notes totaling $114,641.35 to finance 
specific capital expenditures were also voter authorized. 


Although the municipal year was the calendar year, the 
selectmen allowed the taxes collected after December 31, 1966 
until January 28, 1967 to be considered in the 1966 fiscal 
year’s business. This is not considered a good accounting 
practice and this policy should be discontinued. 


The examination disclosed that numerous remittance 
and depositing errors occured in the accounts of the tax 
collector-treasurer. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS... .Favorable consideration and ap- 
plication of the accompanying recommendations would aid 
materially in keeping audit costs at a minimum. 


The tax collector should make deposits with the treasur- 
er in accordance with the provisions of Title 36, Section 759, 
Maine Revised Statutes Annotated of 1964. 


The treasurer should reconcile all bank accounts at least 
monthly. 


Taxes receivable should be reconciled periodically with 
correlative ledger control accounts. 


The unpaid tax accounts and accounts receivable should 
be reviewed to determine their collectibility. 


Original invoices should be on file to substantiate all 
expenditures. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertain- 
ed to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recorded cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depositories. The correctness of 
other recorded assets and liabilities was verified on a test 
basis. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 
General school fund transactions were reviewed. The high 
school athletic fund was examined. Appropriations for cur- 
rent year operations were determined by examining the town 
meeting records of the town clerk. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of re- 
ceipts retained by the collector. Debt and trust fund trans- 
actions and investments were examined. Surety bond cover- 
age was reviewed.

ARTICLE I-—LEGAL PROVISIONS 


Section A—Authority 


This ordinance has been prepared as an integral part of 
the Comprehensive Plan for Winslow, Maine in accordance 
with Title 30 MRSA, Section 4953 and has been enacted by 
the Legislative Body of the Town of Winslow. 


Section B—Date of Effectiveness 


This ordinance is in effect from the time of its enactment by 
the Legislative Body of the Town of Winslow on March 13, 
1967. 


Section C—Title 

This ordinance and the accompanying Official Zoning Matty 
shall be known as and may be cited as the “Zoning Ordinance 
for the Town of Winslow, Maine.”’ 


Section D—Purpose 

Among other things this ordinance is deisgned to encourage 
the most appropriate use of land throughout the municipality; 
to promote traffic safety; to provide safety from fire and oth- 
er elements, to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of real estate; to promote a wholesome envi- 
ronment; to prevent housing development in unsanitary areas; 
to provide an adequate street system; to promote the coord- 
inated development of unbuilt areas; to encourage the forma- 
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tion of community units; to provide an allotment of land area 
in new developments sufficient for all the requirements of 
community life; to conserve natural resources; and to pro- 
vide for adequate public services. | 


Section E—Jurisdiction 


The provisions of this ordinance shall apply to all real estate 
within the boundaries of the Town of Winslow, Maine. 


Section F—Relationship to Other Laws 

In case the regulations of this ordinance conflict with other 
legal regulations such as statutes, ordinances, codes, rules, 
regulations, deed restrictions, or covenants the most restric- 
tive one or hat which imposes the highest standards shall pre- | 
vail. | 


Section G—Separability 

The invalidity, unconstitutionality, or illegality of any pro- 
vision of this ordinance or boundary shown on the “Official 
Zoning Map” shall not have any effect on the validity, consti- 
tutionality or legality of any other provision or boundaries of 
this ordinance. 


Section—-H Amendments, Authority 

The inhabitants of the Town of Winslow authorizes the Se- 
lectmen and Planning Board, to regulate, inforce, Amend or 
repeal any of this ordinance entitled “Zoning Ordinance” by 
due procedure of a proper notice of a Public Hearing. 


Procedure 

On their own motion, on recommendation by the Planning 
Board, or on petition the Selectmen of the Town of Winslow 
may hold a public hearing on a proposed amendment. 


Notice of such hearing shall be given at least 14 days but not 
more than 30 days in advance on twodays in a newspaper of 
wide circulation in Winslow and shall be posted for at least 
14 days immediately prior to the hearing on the town office 
bulletin board and other public bulletin boards usually used 
for notice of municipal public hearings. The Selectmen shall 
also notify the Planning Board of the Town of Winslow at 
least 14 days before the hearing.

Anyone who petitions for change of this ordiance shall be 
charged $15.00 for the cost of notification of the public hear- 
ing if such hearing is called. 


The Planning Board of the Town of Winslow shall attend the 
hearing and shall not later than 15 days after the hearing 
make its written recommendations to the Selectmen and, if 
applicable, to the Town Meeting. The Planning Board’s fail- 
ure to issue its recommendations within 30 days after the 
matter has been referred to it shall constitute the Planning 
Board’s approval of the proposed amendment.

Section |—Interpretation 


“In cases where this ordinance may not be entirely clear it 
shall be interpreted according to the legislative purpose and 
intent of the ordinance. 


ARTICLE II—LEQGISLATIVE INTENT 


In all zones, all uses of land, buildings and structures as well 
as land, buildings, and structures are subject to regulations 
pertaining to use dimensions, and parking and loading space 
with the following intents: 


Residential 1 (Res L) Zone 

Area for development at urban densities for a variety of res- 
idential and related purposes with generous provisions of 
municipal services. (Same as map—Land Use Proposed) 
Residential 2 (‘Res 2) Zone 

Areas for development at urban densities for one - family 


houses and certain related uses and with generous provisions . 


of municipal services. (Same as map—Land Use Proposed) 


Residential 3 (Res 3) Zone 


Areas suitable for development essentially for one - family 


houses at suburban densities. Certain municipal services such 
as sewer service cannot feasibly be provided. 
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Residential 4 (Res 4) Zone 

Areas for seasonal residential developments with a minimum 
of municipal services. Ideally these areas should not contain 
any residences used throughout the ear and thus require lit- 


tle municipal attention in wintertime. 


Rural (Rur) Zone . 

Vast areas devoted as exclusively as possible to forestry 
and agricultural uses requiring only limited municipal ser- 
vices. The rural character uses requiring only limited muni- 
cipal services. The rural character of this zone is also an 
asset attracting tourists. The regulations for this zone will 
also save the municipality taxes by discouraging scattered 
developments for which it would he difficult if not impos- 
sible to provide adequate municipal services. 


Industrial 1 (Ind 1) Zone 


Areas reserved for industrial use with available municipal 
services. 


Industrial 2 (Ind 2) Zone 
Areas reserved for so-called industrial park use with avail- 
able municipal services. 


Commercial 1 (Com 1) Zone 


Areas for highway-oriented, mostly retail, commercial uses 
at relatively low density sometimes lacking certain munici- 
pal services such as sewer service. 


Commercial 2 (Com 2) Zone 
Areas for warehouse and wholesale commercial uses some- 


times lacking certain municipal services. 


Commercial 3 (Com 3) Zone 


' Area suitable for intense commercial developments for cus- 


tomer oriented retail and service establishments. A wide 
spectrum of municipal services should be provided in these 
areas.

ARTCLE lil - DIRECTIONAL REGULATIONS - REFER 
TO BUILDING CODE. 


ARTICLE IV - NON-CONFORMANCE 


Any lot, structure or use of lot or structure in conflict with 
this ordinance is termed non-conforming and considered a 
nuisance. Yet certain cases of non-conformance may be 
permitted as explained in the following: 


Lot and Structure 


Lot and structure legally in existance at the time of amend- 
ment of this ordinance may continue even if they do not 
conform to this ordinance but their non-conformance may 
not be increased. 


A non-conforming structure destroyed by disaster to an 
extent less than 75% of its fair market value may be dili- 
gently reconstructed to the same size within reasonable 
time, usually not more than two years and reused for the 
Same use immediately, usually within one year. 

A non-conforming structure may be moved only to conform 
to this ordinance. 


Non-conforming structures for which a building permit had 
been issued less than three months before or for which 
lawful construction had begun at the time of the enactment 
of this ordinance may be completed within reasonable time, 
usually not more than one year. 

A non-conforming structure and structure receiving non- 
conforming use may be repaired, moderately altered and 
improved provided that it is not enlarged. 

A non-conforming lot which is duly recorded at the time of 
of the enactment of this ordinance and which does not abut 
more than one lot in the same ownership may be used for 
a residential structure provided that all requirements of 
this ordinance other than those pertaining to the dimensions 
of the lot are not. 


Use of Land and Structure 


Non-conforming use of land or structure legally in exist- 
ence at the time of the enactment of this ordinance may 
continue. 
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Outdoor non-conforming use for which manifestly substant- 
ial improvements have been made may be extended to areas 


improved for such purpose. It may not be moved to another 


part of the lot unless it can be manifestly shown that this 
would reduce the effects of its non-conforance. If no sub- 
stantial improvements for outdoor use have been made, non- 
conforming use may not be extended. 


Non-conforming use of structure may be extended through- 


_out any part of a building which is manifestly designed for 


such use at the time of the enactment of this ordinance. 

A non-conforming use of a structure may be changed to 
another non-conforming use if it can be manifestly estab- 
lished that such use would constitute lesser nuisance. 
Non-conforming use may be resumed after abandonment or 
substitute conforming use for less than two years. 


ARTICLE V - VIOLATIONS 


The building Inspector is authorized to institute or cause to 
be instituted, upon approval by the Municipal Officers, in 
the name of the Town of Winslow any and all actions, legal 
or equitable, that may be appropriate or necessary for the 
enforcement of this Ordinance; provided, however that this 
section shall not prevent any person entitled to equitable 
relief from enjoining any act contrary to the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

Any person, firm or corporation, being the owner or 0oc- 
cupant of, having control of, or the use of, any building or 
premises, or part thereof, who violates any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than $5.00 nor 
more than $100.00. Each day such violation continues shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


ARTICLE VI - DEFINITIONS 
In this ordinance, certain terms and words use herin shall 
be interpreted as follows: 


The present tense includes the future tense, the singular 
number includes the plural, and the plural number includes 
the singular. 
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The work SHALL is mandatory, the word MAY is permiss- 


ive: The words USED or OCCUPIED include the words IN- 
TENDED, DESIGNED or ARRANGED TO BE USED OF 
OCCUPIED. 

The work LOT includes the words PLOT or PARCEL. 
Accessory Use or structure - A use or structure on the same 
lot with, and of a nature customarily incidental and sub- 
ordinate to, the principal use or structure. 


Automobile Junk Yard 


A place where three or more unserviceable, discarded, worn- 
out, or junked automotive vehicles, or bodies, or engines 
thereof are gathered together—also known as an “auto- 
mobile graveyard”, 


Billboard 

Hither free standing or attached to a building or the wall of 
building, the surface of which is available for hire for ad- 
vertising purposes. 

Boarding House 

see Lodging House 


Building | 
The work “building” shall include the word “structure” un- 
less the context inequivocably indicates otherwise. Building 
shall mean any three dimensional enclosure by any building 
materials of any space for any use or occupancy. 


Camp Ground 


Land upon which one or more tents are erected or trailers 
are parked for temporary family recreational use on sites ar- 


ranged specifically for that purpose. The words ‘camp 


grounds” shall include the words “tenting grounds” and 
“trailer parks.” 


Camp Site 


A place designated to be used for a tent or trailer in a camp 
ground. 
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Dwelling 

A building or portion thereof used exclusively for residential 
occupancy, including one-family, two-family and multi-fam- 
ily dwellings, but not including hotels, motels, lodging houses 
or boarding houses. The word dwelling shall include the word 
“residence.” 


Dwelling, Single-Family 


A detached residence designed for or occupied by one fam- 
ily only. 


Dwelling, Two-Family 


A residence designed for or occupied by two families only, 
with separate housekeeping and cooking facilities for each. 


Dwelling, Multi-Family 

A residence designed for or occupied by three or more fam- 
ilies with separate housekeeping and cooking facilities for 
each. 


Dwelling Unit 


A room or suite of rooms used by one family as a habitation 
which is separate from other rooms or suites of rooms and 
which contains cooking facilities. 


Exception 


An exception is a use which would not be appropriate gen- 
erally or without restriction throughout a particular zone 
but which, if controlled as to number, area, location or rela- 
tion to the neighborhood, would promote the public health, 
safety, welfare, morals, order, comfort, convenience, appear- 
ance, prosperity, or general welfare. Such uses may be per- 
mitted in a particular zone as exceptions only if specific pro- 
vision for such exception is made in this Zoning Ordinance. 
Algo referred to as “special exception.” 


Family 

One or more persons related by blood or marriage occupying 
a single housekeeping unit and using common cooking facil- 
ities. 
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Floor Area 


A floor space enclosed by exterior or standard fire walls, ex- 
clusive of vent shafts and courts. 


Frontage 


The distance intercepted when the front boundary; line of 
the lot and the street line are coincident. 


Group Development 

A group development (residential, commercial, industrial, 
educational, medical, religious, civic, etc.) is a project with 
two or more buildings constructed on a parcel of at least 2 
acres, which will not be sub-divided into customary lots and 
streets. 


Home Occupation 

An occupation conducted within a dwelling unit by a resident 
thereof which is customarily incidental and secondary to the 
residential use of the unit which such use does not occupy 
more than 25% of the dwelling unit devoted to living quar- 
ters, except that the area devoted to living quarters shall not 
be reduced below 900 sq. ft. by this provision; which requires 
no display of goods, no stock in trade, no commodity sold on 
the premises; not more than one non-resident of the dwell- 
ing unit employed, and which does not interfere with the 
peace and quiet of the neighborhood. The office of a doctor 
or dentist shall be considered as a home occupation provided 
that it conforms with the restrictions set forth above. The 
lodging of not more than two roomers without providing 
meals shall be considered as a home occupaion. 


Hotel 
A building used for more or less temporary occupancy of in- 


dividuals who are lodged with or without meals, having ten 


or more guest rooms. 


Junk Yard 

An open area where waste, use or second hand materials, are 
bought, stored, baled, packed, disassembled, or handled, in- 
cluding, but not limited to scrap iron, and other metals, pa- 
per, rags, and bottles. 
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Lodging House 

A building in which more than two but not more than nine 
guest rooms are offered for lodging without meals for com- 
pensation, lodging house includes rooming house. 


Lot 

A lot is a parcel of land of at least sufficient size to meet min- 
imum zoning requirements for use, coverage, and area, and 
to provide such yards and other open spaces as are herein 
required. | 


Lot Area 
The area of land enclosed within the boundary lines of a lot. 


Mobile Home 


Mobile home shall mean any vehicle used or so constructed 
as to permit its being used as a conveyance on the public 
streets and highways and duly licensed as such, and con- 
structed in such a manner as will permit occupancy thereof 
as a dwelling or sleeping place for one or more persons, and 
provided with a toilet and a bathtub or shower. This defini- 
tion shall apply whether a mobile home is placed upon a 
foundation or not except that a structure with a gross floor 
area exceeding 7,500 sq. ft. and meeting the requirements of 
the municipal housing code and permanently attached to a 
foundation generally extended 4 feet below grade shall not 
be considered a mobile home even if conveyed to its site in 
large sections provided that the wheels, springs, and other 
conveyance attachments are permanently removed. 


Mobile Home Park 
Mobile Home Park shall mean a plot of ground on which two 
or more mobile homes occupied for dwelling or sleeping pur- 
poses are located. 


Motel 

A building or group of buildings having ten or more guest 
rooms intended to be rented principally to automobile trans- 
ients with or without meals for compensation. Motels include 
tourist courts, motor lodges or cabins. 
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Non-Conforming Use 


The use of any building, structure, or land contrary to the 
use provisions of this ordinance, for the zone in which the 
building, structure, or land is located. 


Nursing Home 
Any dwelling in which 3 or more aged, chronically ill or in- 


curable persons are housed and furnished with meals and 


nursing care for compensation. 


One-Family Row House 


A detached residence designed for or occupied by one family 
only attached to another dwelling unit on at least one side 


Parking Space, Off-Street 


An off-street parking space shall comprise not less tan 180 
sq. ft. of parking stall plus necessary maneuvering space. 
Space for maneuvering incidental to parking or unparking 
shall not encroach upon any public way. Every off-street 
parking space shall be accessible from a public way. 


Principal Building 
The building occupied by the chief or principal use on the 
premises. 


Retail 


Sale to the ultimate consumer for direct consumption and 
not for resale. 


Sign 


Any words, lettering, parts of letters, figures, numerals, 


phrases, setnences, emblems, devices, pictures, trade names, 
or trade marks, by which anything is made known, such as 
are used to designate an individual, a firm, an association, a 
corporation, a profession, a business, a service, or a commod- 
ity or product, which are visible from any public street or 
right-of-way and designed to attract attention. This defini- 
tion shall not include the flag, pennant or insignia of any 
nation, state, city or other political subdivision, educational, 
charitable, philanthropic, civic, professional or religious or- 
ganzation, campaign, drive monument or event. 
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Street 

The full width of the right-of-way of a public way, or a pri- 
vate way open to travel by the general public, or a way shown 
on a plan of a subdivision duly approved by the Planning 
Board of Winslow. 


Street Line 


‘The right-of-way line of a street. 


Structure 


Anything constructed or erected with a fixed location on the 
ground, or attached to something having a fixed location on 
the ground. Structures include among other things: build- 
ings, mobile homes, Paes fences, billboards. 

Tourist Home. 

A lodging, rooming or boarding house operated primarily for 
tourists or vacationists during the summer months. 


Trailer 

Trailer shall mean any vehicle used or so constructed as to 
permit its being used as a conveyance on the public streets 
and highways and duly licensed as such, and constructed in 
such a manner as will permit occupancy thereof as a dwell- 
ing or sleeping place for one or more persons, and not pro- 
vided with a toilet and a bathtub or shower. This definition 
shall apply whether a trailer is placed upon a foundation or 
not. 


Trailer Park 


See camp ground. 


Two-Family Detached House 

A utility installation shall include but not be limited to the 
following: water pumping station, reservoir and standpipe, 
electrical power substation, transformer station and electri- 
cal switching yard, and telephone exchange building. 


Variance 

A variance is a relaxation of the terms of this ordinance 
where such variance will not be contrary to the public inter- 
est and where, owing to conditions peculiar to the property 
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and not the result of the actions of the applicant, a literal en- 
forcement of the ordinance would result in unnecessary and 
undue hardship. As used in this ordinance, a variance is au- 
thorized only for height, area, and size of structure or size 
of yards and open spaces. Establishment or expansion of a 
use otherwise prohibited shall not be allowed by variance, 
nor shall a variance be granted because of the presence of 
non-conformities in the zoning district or adjoining zoning 
districts. : 


Yard 

A space on a lot which is required by this ordinance to be 
maintained open, unoccupied and unobstructed between lot 
lines and any structure, except as permitted in this ordinance. 
In determining the front, rear or side of any accessory build- 
ing, the orientation of the principal building shall be controll- 
ing. 


Yard, Front 


A yard adjoining the front lot line, extending between side 
lot lines, the depth of which shall be the least distance be- 
tween the front line and the front of any structure. 


Yard, Rear 
A yard adjoining the rear lot line, extending between side lot 
lines, the depth of which shall be the least distance between 
the rear lot line and the rear of any structure. 


Yard, Side 


A yard adjoining a side lot line extending from the front yard 
to the rear yard, the width of which shall be the least dis- 
tance between the side lot line and any structure. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the inhabitants of the Town will 
vote that the Tax Collector shall add interest to taxes not 
paid before October 1, 1967, at 6% per annum.
